Wide Interest Created By LA. 
Turf Purchase Of Arrowhead

The prospect that Los Angclr 
Turf Club, Inc., will purcnas 
Lake Arrowhead with its su 
rounding properties and improvi 
ments and operate it, along with 
the Santa Anita Park racing, at 
one of the largest sports cen­ 
ters and playgrounds in South­ 
ern California has created wide 
interest.

Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., 
has already made a start in 
employing engineers, architects 
and other specialists to develop 
plans for possible major improve­ 
ments to the attractiveness of 
Lake Arrowhead. Examination of 
the title, cheqk of the books and. 
other routine procedures will be 
followed before the option ex­ 
pires on Jan. 26.

'Lake Arrowhead, if purchased 
by Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., 
will be developed and operated 
as a high class sports and rec­ 
reational area," declares Execu­ 
tive Vice President Charles H. 
Strub.

In the meantime, preparations 
are going forward at Santa 
Anita Park, for its greatest win­ 
ter racing season, Dec. 29-March 
16, with the richest stakes in 
turf history scheduled.

This will be the second pro­ 
ject, outside of racing, that has 
been undertaken successfully by 
Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc. 
During the war when Santa 
Anita Park was in the service 
of the U.S. Government, an in­ 
dustrial division was organized 
in the purchase of Gladen Pro­ 
ducts in Glendale. It engaged in 
100 per cent war production, 
manufacturing precision hydrau­ 
lic parts primarily for aircraft 
use. In 1943 it was awarded the 
Army and Nacy "E" Flag for 
outstanding performance in war 
production. Later a star was 
added for the continuance of the 
excellent record.

Millions Of Christmas Seals 
Are Now Being Delivered Here

More than 117,000,000 Chrlst-f 
mas 3eals, each of them a po­ 
tential bullet in the fight against 
tuberculosis, are being delivered 
to homes and offices in the Los 
Angeles area beginning Monday, 
Nov. 19, it was announced to­ 
day by Charles C. Reed, presi­ 
dent of the Combined Chirstmas 
Seal Fund.

"Funds raised by (he annual 
sale of Christmas Seals, finance 
the fight against tuberculosis 
and heart disease carried on 
throughout the year by the Los 
Angeles County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association," Reed said.

"Tuberculosis kills more per­ 
sons between the ages of 15 and 
45 than any other, disease and

Los Angeles is higher than that 
in the county area, the state of 
California or the United States," 
he pointed out.

"During the last twelve 
months the Los Angeles County 
Tuberculosis and Health Associa­ 
tion provided free, chest x-rays 
for 32,389 adults in this area. 
Almost 40,000 school children 
wero given tuberculin tests by 
the Association in cooperation 
with the various school districts 
and Parent-Teacher Associations 
In the county, and 13 per cent 
of these' reacted to the test, 
showing that the germs had en­ 
tered their bodies;" according to 
Reed.

In addition to the more than 
4400 families reached by the 'As- 
s'ociation's public purses, almost 
8.85,000 persons were reached 
with 4he facts about tuber­ 
culosis through talks, motion 
pictures and literature, he re­ 
ported.

"These and other health pro­ 
tecting activities of the Associa­ 
tion are financed entirely by the 
sale of Christmas Seals," Reed 
said. "No funds are obtained 
from tax sources, community 
chests or the Red Cro<*'

The official tuberculosis Christ­ 
mas Seals bear a picture of a 
boy carrying a huge holly wreath 
and the familiar double-barred 
or Lorraine cross.
